The group discussed the possibility of engaging in a visioning/mission session 
as was done several years ago as membership has changed significantly 
since then. Paul is willing to again lead it. Steve also suggested creating a 
list of projects that the group would like to propose to undertake. We could 
have a meeting on this topic.

Hanlon is attending this meeting to learn more about ATED. 

7. Walking Tour 

Paul continues to work on the walking tour. We would like to consult Richard 
Duffy for suggestions and add photos. Tom suggested that we look to 
produce it professionally. 

8. Visitor Center Update 

We need some maintenance work at the site. We will send to Robert our list 
of volunteers from prior seasons. Upcoming events and suggested events 
were noted. The committee would like to establish guidelines for uses 
allowed at the site and procedure for any required town permissions. We 
should also look at options to accept funding and donations, such as a 
revolving fund.

Ted, Alberto (AIFF), and Robert M. attended Feast of the East. The event 
went very well. 

10. Ideas for Town Day 

Alberto (AIFF) is proposing a fashion show. We could have a band, as has 
been done in previous years. We will coordinate with the Dallin Museum 
regarding the schedule of events at Whittemore Park.
